Conservation was lightly touched, the 
President recommending the amendment 
of bills now before Congress so that wa- 
ter power companies which dam navi- 
gable rivers will contribute to the im- 
provement of these streams. 

He declared that no radical change pe 
the Sherman anti-trust law was needed, 
and praised the Supreme Court for its 
recently announced changes in rules of 
equity. procedure, In this connection the 
President asked Congress to pass legis- 
lation which would allow the Supreme 
Court: to: formulate rules of procedure 
under the common law in Federal ‘courts 
and predicted that such action would fa- 
cilitate justice in those courts and re- 
duce the cost of litigation to the public. 


Would Promote Col. Goethals. 

The Panama Canal was dismissed in a 
few words, the President prophesying its 
fopening in the latter half of 1913: - He 
took occasion, however, to declare that’ 
Congress should reward the work of Col. 
Goethals by an appointment as Major- 
General with the provision that he be- 
come Chief of Engineers when the term 
of the present incumbent expires. He: 
'made only a brief reference to the dis- 
pute with Great Britain over the Pana- 
ma Canal act and said that when a for- 


it would be taken up by the United 
States. 

-The Army the President discussed at 
some length. He praiséd the army legis- 
lation of the last Congress, but said that 
provision should be made by law so that 
the nation’s foreign regiments may be 
always maintained upon a war footing; 
and he urged the passage of the pending 
militia-pay bill, designed to make service 
in the militia more enticing, and showed 
that the home army will be nothing more 
than a “‘skeleton’’ until Congress pro- 
vides that it be concentrated in fewer 
posts than are now maintained. —— 


To Raise Vobuatéeera Quickly. 

He urged. also the passage of another 
bill now before Congress designed te 
raise quickly a volunteer army in case 
of war. 

One of the striking arguments'of the 
message was that proposing autonomy 
for the Philippines at once, and inde- 
pendence in eight years. 

“In the PUppine ‘Islands we have 
embarked upon an experiment unprece- 
dented in dealing with dependent peo- 
ple,’’ said President Taft. ‘‘We are de- 
veloping there conditions exclusively 
for their own welfare. Through the 
unifying forces of a common education, 
of commercial and. economic dévelop- 
ment, and of, gradual participation in 
local self-government, we are endeavor- 
ing to evolve a homogeneous people fit 
to determine, when the time arrives, 
their own destiny. We are seeking to 
arouse a national spirit and not, as un- 
der the older colonial theory, to sup- 
press such a spirit. But our work is far 
from done. Our duty to the Filipinos 
is far from discharged.” 

For educational, sanitary and political | 
reasons, the President said, this country 
should not consent to grant indepen- 
dence at this time. 

Higher Task, More Patience Needed. 

‘Tf the task we have undertaken is 
higher than that assumed by other na- 
tions,’’ continued the President, “its ac- 
complishment must demand even more 
patience. To confer independence upon 
the Filipinos now is, therefore, to sub- 
ject the great mass of their people to 
the dominance of an obligarchial and 
probably exploiting minority. Such a 
course will be as cruel to those people 
as it would be shameful to us.”

Only one millfon’ bacteria per cubic 
centimeter in the milk that we drink in 
our homes will be permissable by law.

eration .by the Municipal Assembly is 
passed, according to Dr. G. M, Tuttle, of 
4917 Maryland avenue, president of the 
Pure Milk Commission. This is equiva- 
lent to not more than 125,000,000 to the 
cubic inch. 

But these few won't hurt us, he says, 

The bill is almed to do away with the 
milk which contains often as high as 
300,000,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter 
and which about 7 per cent of St. Louis- 
ans are using in their homés every day. 

Dr. Tuttle spoke on this bill before the 
City Club at luncheon last Wednesday, 
and Friday discussed the local milk ques- 
tion, which, he says, is much more seri- 
ous than most people réalize, wtih a 
Post-Dispatch repprter. — 

He said that three-fourths of the milk 
used in St. Louis ig unfit for human 
consumption. “Under the present laws,” 
he said, ‘‘we are unable to handle the 
trouble in anything like a satisfactory 
manner. The Health Department has 
only four deputies for this work. They 
can take care of the dealers in town, 
that \is, of the men who actually have 
the cows, but this is only one-quarter of 
the city’s supply. There are not enough 
of these deputies, but at present, even 
if there were more, they have no legal 
authority to go out of the city, and that 
is really where most of the milk comes 
from. 

“The new bill would create a milk de- 
partment with a chief and twelve dep- 
uties, who would be authorized by law 
to go out in the country, even to other 
states from which milk is shipped, to 
the farms to make inspections and es- 
iespecially to see if the cows were 
healthy and free from tuberculosis. 

The law would also affect the local 
dealers, who would be required to have 
licenses, and these licenses wotld 2 
revocable if the dealers did not comply 
with the laws. The situation in %3t. 
Louis is serious. Much of the milk sold 
here contains as high as two or three 

| hundred millions bacteria to the cubic 
centimeter. And some of the samples 


that have been taken were so bad that }. 


a quantitative analysis could not be 
made even when the milk was dilute4. 
The new bill will allow up to one mil- 
mion bacteria per cubic centimeter. 
“A few of the dairies are trying io 
have better milk, but I advise all of. 
my friends and especially ‘my patients 
to use certified milk. But there is only 
600 gallons of this being tised in the 
city a day, and that means at the ve-fy 
best about 2400 families with one quart 
each. ‘The certified milk allows 30,0 
bacilia to the cubic centimenter, out

But the question of the control of bank ots 
sources, credits and currency is the barrier to the 
prompt acceptance of the Aldrich scheme. That 
plan will construct a superb banking machine, 
but the people wart to know who will control it— 
who will be the master of the country’s financial 
resources and eredits—the Government or a syn- 
dicate of financiers. 

The Aldrich commission measure’ meets the 
needs of bankers and thus enables them to -:eet 
the needs of business, but does it fully protect 
the people froth oppression? Does it give over to 
the directors of the bank association powers 
which must be wielded by Government in the 
interest of all the people? This question of con- 
trol must be settled before adequate legislation 
is possible. It should be settled promptly.

other?

monument in Forest Park feel that they are right 
in their opposition, but if they will go further 
into the su@ject and see what other people have 
done and are doing their opposition ought surely 
to disappear. 

The time was when bitterness existed between 
the sections of the country, but the evidences 
have been too numerous of late not to show that 
this has passed away. Brave men on both sides 
admit the bravery of their former antagonists 
and join with them in praise of the heroism of all 
‘contestants; méssages of greeting pass from one 
national gathering to another, and the veter- 
ans of both armies meet in joint assemblages 
and exehange compliments over the records of 
the past. 

Not only has this perishable record of kindly 
feeling béen made, but also a more enduring 
fcrm of it has been abundantly manifested. In 
Madison, Wis., @ far northerly State, stands a 
monument to the Confederate soldier. Baltimore 
has a beautiful monument dedicated. to this cause. 
There is a Confederate moument in the metropolis 
of our country—New York City. A former Fed- 
eral officer, Col. W. H. Kraus, of Colymbus, O. 
at his own expense, placed a handsome marker 
at the entrance te the Confederate Cemetery at 
Camp Chase, O, and with the aid of other North- 
*rn men erected a handsome arch there. On It, 
by direction of these kindly antagonists, there is 
only one word inscribed—it is the word “Ameri- 
cana,” | , 

Every year the G. A. R. post at Sandusky, O., 
holds memorial services over the graves of the 
Confederate soldiers buried at Johnson's Island. 
A handsome Confederate monument stands in the 
city of Chicago, and of the money that was paid 
for its erection, $11,808 was subscribed by North- 
6érn men. The United States Government has 
Placed headstones at the graves of the Confed- 
erate soldiers who were buried at Columbus, O., 
Springfield and Rock Island, [Ill and other 
Northern prison points, and has erected monu- 


Pa., Finnis Point, N. J., Johnson's Island, O., and 
Indianapolis and Lafayette, Ind., and almost with- 
in the city Hmits of St. Louis, at Alton, Il. In 
these knid'y acts it spent the sum of $200,000 un- 
der a bill sponsored by Senator Foraker of Ohio. 

A handsome Confederate monument is being 
erected in Arlington Cemetery, near the National 
Capitol, and everyone remembers the very recent 
laying of tte cornerstone, at which President Taft 
-spoke such generous and kindly words. 

As a fitting climax to these friendly acts, by 
consent of the Congress of the United States, in 
the place of probably the greatest honor In the 
country—Statuary Hall, under the dome of the 
Capitol, in Washington—stands a statue of Gen. 
Robert BH. Lee tn full Confederate uniform. 

This kindly feeling exists on both sides. As 
one evidence of ft, It may be stated that for 
some months past the editor of the principal 
Confederate journal in the country, Maj..S. A. 
Cunningham, of “The Confederate Vetéran,” of 
Nashville, Tenn., has been raising funds from all 
over the South actually to erect a monument to a 
Federal soldier. 

Surely our city fathers will not let it be said 
ethat St. Louis is less magnanimous than the 
rest of our country. This monument is intended 
to record an essential part of a great event in 
our history. Let it record it, and let it record 
it fully and correctly.

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THE MONTESSORI SYSTEM. 
From the Christian Sclence Monitor. 

‘During the last year or two the maga- 
zines and newspapers have been flooded 
with matter appertaining to the system 
of instruction founded and introduced 
in Rome by the Princess Dr. Marla 
Montessori; the work of the Italian edu- 
cator has been generally commended;

She seems to 
have borrowed very largely from Amer- 
ican and English schools for the train- 
ing of a certain class of pupils. Evi- 
dently a close student of Pinel, of 
Seguin and others who have devoted 
their time and talents to the treatment 
of thé class called deficient, she has un- 
dertakén tO apply to the education of 
children in general the methods that ob- 
tain in medical pedagogic institutions. 
In plain language, she has founded her 
system upon the eory of suggestion, 
and through the process that leads the 
“subject” to surrender mental inde- 
pendence to the “operator,”’ the former 
under her system, learns what the latter 
desires to impart. By thé employment 
of chairs, tables, miscellaneous objects 
Me furniture and pictures, and under 


simply a form of hypnotism, the chil- 
dren are led to do what the superficial' 
and emotional visitors regard as marvel- 
ous. The fact that the children are not 
subject to their own volition and are 
“directed” Hke so many automatons 
does not oceur to the amazed and en- 
thusiastic observer who goes to Rome 
to see a “‘wonder,”’ and sees it. 

Of course, such a system is pernicious 
in the extrerne. Nothing is more shock- 
ing in human experience than the loss 
of the volition; it is that which first of 
all is sought to be destroyed, however, 
when mental suggestion is substituted 
for the natural development of the intel- 
lectual faculties, and, of course, this 
newspaper condemns the use of any sys- 
tem which is founded upon such teach- 
ings.

WORST IN YEARS, 
HUNTERS DEGLARE 


Memberships in Big Clubs Have 
Decreased in Valuation 
as a Result. , 


Duck. shooting at nearby resorts 
has been practically dead for more 
than a week, although occasional 
bags of five and six birds have been 
reported in the vicinity. 

Telephone messages ‘from various 
points along the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers and from the St.’ Charles 
County cubs indfcate that there are 
practically no ducks “in.” Motor 
boat shooting on the Miesigsippi has 
been practically abandoned. 

Dispatches from northern points 
indicate that many ducks are still in 
that region and that the main flight 
is far from over. Hunters in this 
vicinity, however, explain the .poor 
shooting this séason on the ground 
that ducks have sought another route 
owing to the slaughter that has fol- 
lowed their flights South in recent 
years. dere 

As a result of the poor duck —— 
memberships in many of the big clubs main- 
tained. as shocting preserves have decreased 
considerably in value. . Stock in nearly every 
one of the expensive organizations may be 
had at big reductions. 

Stock in one club worth $700 and which 
added a $200 assessment to this price early 
in the fall, is now to be had for $500 a 
share. Other clubs’ memberships have been 
similarly. affected.
